Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 06/04/2008 and 07/29/2008 has 
been considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, and 8-26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations to 
warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, in reference to independent claims 1, 
10, 13, 16-19, 22, and 25-26 none of the prior art either alone or in combination disclose of the 
claimed method and device for inhibiting melatonin suppression by light specifically including, 
as the distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the other limitations the claimed "means for 
selectively blocking more than 50 percent of incident wavelengths of light having a wavelength 
range less than at or about 530 nm, while transmitting more than 50 percent of non-blocked 
wavelengths of light, wherein the device inhibits the light-induced suppression of melatonin 
production by light exposure when used at night."
